3. The functions of the Committee will be : 


(1) Preparation and continuous up -dating of State s scientific and technological plans, both , 

Five - Year Plans and perspective plans. This would have to be carried out in close 
accociation with the Planning Commission , and be intimately related in terms of relative 
priorities of allocations and resources, to the State s socio - economic development 
plans ; 


(ii ) Arranging for a periodical discussion of the draft plan and other major issucs of science 

policy by a fairly large representative section of scientists, educationists , industrialists and 
policy makers ; 


(iii) The pattern of development of scientific and technological research including inter-sectoral 

resourses allocation and measures nceded for correcting imbalance that may arise ; 
(iv ) The pattern of development for further utilisation of State (scientific and technology 

resources, in particular on measures for striking a balance between domestic capabilities 
and assistance from the Centre ; 


(v) Co - operation and communication between Government, semi-Government and non -Govern 

ment scientific and technological Institutions and professional bodies in the State and the 

country ; 
(vi) National and International of scientific and technological matters . 

4. The Committee will meet at such place Chandigarh or other place (in the State ) and date / 
time as may be fixed by the Chairman , 
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5. The members shall draw TA /DA from the respective Head /Department. 
6. The tenure of the Committee will be two years.

No. 4889-3WM -75/26377.-- In exercise of the powers conferred by Article 283 (2 ) of the Constitu 
tion of India and all other powers enabling him in this behalf the Governor of Haryana is pleased to 
order that during the year 1975-76 , the rates of interest at which the Haryana Government will grant 
loans out of the State Loans and Advances Account under the State Aid to Industries Act , shall, 
unless otherwise specified in any particular case, be as under : 


( ) Loans up to Rs. 25000 


9 % per annum 


Rs. 25000 and up to 


( li) Loans above 

Rs. 50.000 


11 % per annum . 


However, if the repayment of the principal and the payment of interest are made promptly 
and on due date by the loanee and provided that the Department is satisfied that the loan is being 
applied or has been applied for the purpose for which it was granted and that the conditions, on which 
the loan was granted are being duly fulfilled , the Interest shall be charged at 5 % and 7 % respectively 
per annum by allowing a rebate of 4 % .
